This is the lesson of liberalism which we 
wish to impress upon Kentucky.

Our interest is their interest; and whatever 
they decide to be best will be bess with 
us. That which we claim, and dat which 
we mean to aseert on all ocecasions, is the 
right to do our own thinking aad to make 
public our own estimate of current affairs 
as they rise up around us and about us end 
around our people who are to be so seri- 
ously affected by them. That which 
we sball combat is the ignorant and 
undemocratic effort w stifle de 
bate, or to keep it withix 
a certain narrow circle not big enough 
tor an erdinary prejudice to move in much 
less for the play of inteUect and the march 
of events. When the Democratic party 
finds itseli so feeble that it cannot bear to 
have its condition and its prospects freely 
and faisly discussed, it will be lost indeed. 
When its leaders are so suspicious ol 
each other that they cannot express their 
opinion of publig affairs without squabbling 
they must bea poor lot of timid aad die 
cordant bigots. It is our purpose to ad- 
dress the intelhgence, not the igaorance of 
the people, and to measure our policy by 
something a little more extended than a 
rule of six inches. It gives ts unteigned 
satisiaction to discuss the most minute 
points of difference with those who will 
bring to the discussion the language of 
reason end mot the lenguage of passion | 
But we shall recognize no disputant who 
begims the controversy with an insolent as 
sault upon our intentions and ends it with 
a ridiculous effort to prove, not that we are 
wrong, but that all the wisdom aad eli the 
virtue of the ancients take their rise from 
the little village pinnacle where he sits 
with bis neck clothed in thunder. This 
sort of bombast has had its day. It no 
longer convinces right-thimking men. That 
which reaches the minds and hearts of the 
present generation is the language of fact, 
the language of business, the language of 
the fireside, the language of conversation, 
the language we use in every-day life. 
We make no effort to be more angelic 
than the angels. We have no ambition to 
be considered more virtuous than it is pos- 
sible tor human wature to be. Our experi- 
ence has led us to distrust those whe pro- 
test too much; who are eager to display 
their superior integrity and to question 
that of their neighbors. Like a certain or- 
der of prophets, they deceive us with false 
lights. Humility is an ingredient of politi- 
cal as of religious faith; and, pursuing its 
suggestions, litle more is needed of the 
journalist than thorough openness and a 
fair average of common sense. He who 
claims more than these is either preten- 
tious and untrue, or else he is so blinded 
by an idea or a prejudice as to be an unsaie 
counselor in public affairs, which, like pri- 
vate business, must be regulated by condi- 
tions and events.
